WARSAW, Dec. 14 — Poland 
noonced today that it was cutting back 
on cultural and scientific relations with, 
the United States Government and was j 
resnicting visas tor Americans. j 

The Polish Government said it would 
stop cooperating with the United States I 
Information Agency, the State Depart- j 
meat's public relations arm, and “any 1 
other Federal agencies that engage in 
anti-Polish ac tivi t y . " 

In another development, Lech Wale- 
sa, bead of the outlawed Solidarity ; 
movement, gave Western reporters the 
prepared text of a speech calling tor 
“open, democratic and peaceful 
means” to win back the gains made by 
the union before the imposition of mar- 
tial law a year ago. 

Walesa Hopes to Speak Thursday 

Mr. Walesa bad hoped to deliver the 
speech od Thursday in Gdansk at a rally 
marring the shooting of workers during 
riots in 1970 and the erection in 1980 of a 
monument in their honor. 

It would be Mr. Walesa’s first politi- 
cal appearance since his release last 
j month from 11 months of internment 
i Bur Jerzy Urban, the Government 
t spokesman, said Monday that no per- 
j mit for such a rally had been issued. 

The Polish announcement on the cut- 
back of cultural relations with United 
States Government agencies said spe- 
I dal procedures would be introduced in 
considering any American invitations, 
grants or offers of training to Poles. 

No more Polish visas are to be issued 
to employees of the United States Infor- 
mation Agency. 

The United States Government had 
already limited its cultural exchange 
and Joint pro je ct s with Poland under 
martial law. However, scientific ex- 
changes arranged in the United Slates 
under academic and other private aus- 
pices, such as the International Re-

But the legislation introduced in Par-' 
liament on Monday, while eliminating 
such practices as the internment ol 
political prisoners and the monitoring 
of telephone calls, kept sweeping Gov- 
ernment powers, actually strengthen- 
ing many aspects of military rule. 

Martial-law rules prohibiting tbe dis- 
tribution of antigovemment leaflets 
and tbe creating of public disturbances 
are to become pan of tbe penal code. 
Other practices to remain institutional- 
ized include tbe dismissal of workers 
who “sow disorder," the use of tbe riot 
police, wiretapping, press censorship, 
summary mili tary t rials , and tbe mili- 
: tarnation of key factories, mines and 
transport facilities. 

Parliament is expected to approve 
the legislation on Saturday. Before ad- 
journing today after a two-day session, 
it enacted a new state secrets law under 
which Poles may be liable to prison 
te rm s up to 10 years for divulging unau- 
thorized information. 

Western Reaction Negative 

Secretary of State George P. Shultz, 
traveling in Western Europe, told Pope 
John Paul n on Monday that tbe moves 
modifying martial law did Dot meet 
American criteria for lifting sanctions. 
Tbe foreign ministers of tbe European 
Economic Community meeting in Brus- 
sels took a wait-and-see attitude. 

The cutback in cultural relations with 
tbe United States came against a back- 
ground of increasingly acerbic sniping 
b e tw e en the two countries. 

On Dec. 3, Gen. Wojdech Jaruzelski, 
tbe Polish leader, made a bitter sp ee c h 
^attacking the United States b ef or e as 
audience of coal miners and threatened 

I to re s t ri ct relations. Be was believed to j 
be especially incensed by a remark by 
Secretary of State Caspar W. Weinber- 
ger calling him a "'Russian general in 
Polish uniform." 

Visa Applications to Be S cr ee n e d 

In addition to barring employees of 
tbe United States Information Agency 
outright, today's announcement maid 
visa applications from all Americans 
would be scrutinized “with an eye to tbe 
imerests and security of tbe state. " 
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Mr. Walesa, in the prepared text of 
the speech he had planned for the 
Gdansk rally , said the efforts of the out- 
lawed Solidarity should now be chan- 
neled into four areas — labor unions, 
fa ct o ry self -management, cultural 
unions and youth organizations. 

But tbe speech seemed ambiguous on 
pr^pisely what course of action be was 
advocating and bow ft was to be 
achieved. He appeared to be deliber- 
ately vague and to keep his options open 
in an attempt to salvage some of Soli- 
darity's gains. 

‘'We must find ways to achieve our 
aim," tbe prepared' text said. "We 
need, perhaps, more time and different ■ 
wiys.lt is now time for this great soda) { 
movement, this great river to divide it- j 
self into several channels and How j 
peacefully to tbe sea." i 

Tbe first channel, he suggested, j 
would be "the trade unions we have 
won." It was not clear whether be was 
suggesting that workers make use of 
tbe new official unions that have re- 
placed Solidarity. These unions, which 
have been condemned by some Soli- 
darity activists, are hemmed in with re- 
strictions in their ability to strike. 

Self-Management Is Weakened 
Tbe second channel, Mr. Walesa said, 
would be tbe worker sell-management 
councils that were long sought by Soli- 
darity but were weakened in their tunc* 
tions in tbe final labor legislation. 

Tbe third would would be independent 
associations of writers, scientists and 
performing artists to safeguard “free 
but wise and respons i ble thought," he 


And the lourth would be “independent 
organizations where young people could 
speak their mind, "he said. 

“None of these channels wfl] flow 
Without the other," be said. “All of 
}*tbese elements are essential, ot her w is e 
we will once again make mistakes. 1 azn 
ready to serve toward a true agreement 
in that direction." 
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
